BASIC-ABSTRACT : 

The method involves fixing the base (2) of an 
elastic joining material (1) to the through hole 
(6) of each solid decoration (5), e.g. pearls, 
precious metals. The joining material has a large 
diameter flange (3) connected to one end of the 
base which has a wire through hole (4). 

The back side of the flange is attached to the 
surface of the solid decoration in the through 
hole periphery. The solid decorations are 
connected together by inserting a string, e.g. 
wire, thread, through the through holes of the 
solid decorations and wire through holes. The 
string is not in direct contact with verge of 
opening (6a) of each through hole. 

ADVANTAGE - Connected solid decorations will never 
lose lustre since their surfaces never rubs 
mutually. There is no possibility that solid 
decoration disperse due to breakage of string 
since string is not in direct contact with verge 
of opening of each through hole. Decreases number 
of solid decorations used since flanges of joining 
materials are situated between connected solid 
decorations, thus decreasing cost. 
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
